BURNED AT STAKE 


Confessed Negro Murderer 


Pays Penalty for Crimes. 


Admitted That His Fate Was Well Deserved—Hus- 


band and Brother of Victim Applied the 


Torch at Corinth, Miss. 


Corinth, Miss., Sept. 29.—Wrillungi and incoming trains brought hundreds 


in the flames of burning fagots, piled 
high by hundreds of 
citizens, Tom 


Clark, alias Gibson a young negro, 
was burned at the stake here Sunaay, 
after having confessed to one 01 the 
most atrocious crimes in the history 


of north Mississippi, che assau't arid 
murder of Mrs. Carey Whitfield 
on 


August 19- Beiore the torch v.aa a.p- 
phed Clark st'ilcc' that he -eserved 
l.i.; fearful fat0. 


Last August Mrs. Whitfield, the wife 


of a well known citizen, was found 
dead in her home. Investigation show- 
ed that the woman had been assaulted 
and her head was practically severe! 
fiom her body, a razor having beou 
used in the bloody work. Several sus- 
pects were arrested, but in each case 
an alibi was proven. 


It became known last Monday that 


Tom Clark, bad had trouble with hi* / 
wife, and the latter 
threatened 
to 


disclose the secret of his crime. Offi- 
cers apprehended the woman and she 
told enough to warrant the belief that 
Claik had killed Mrs. Whitfield. 


The negro finally confessed and told 


of other crimes he had coinmitiec. 
He said that several years ago fc>5 
killed two men on an excursion tra'./i 
in Mississippi. He told of an outrage 
perpetrated by himself upon a ne§rj 
woman, and also of the theft of $1,50C 
from a physician at - French 
Camp, 


Miss. 
After hearing the confession, 


the committee decided that the neg-o 
should be" hanged. Clark said he do 
served death, but asked that the ex- 
ecution be delayed until Sunday, so 
that he could have a farewell 
int-.i-

who live in Memphis. The request 
was granted, and the two relatives 
were telegraplied for, but it was learn- 


of people into the city to witness the 
execution. 


The crowds became so great that

ment caused much rxcitenent. 


At 2 o'clock pine fago:s and large 


pieces of wood were carefully laid 
about an iron rod. At 3 o'clock the 
prisoner was taken from the jail by 
a posse of armed men and followed 
by a large and exc:te<i crowd cf men 
and boys was led to the east gate of 
the city. Fagots and wood had been 
piled high around the stahe and the 
negro was securely fastened to the 
iron rod. 


Clark was asked if he carel to make 


a statement. He again said that he 
deserved the fate prepared for him 
and asked that a letter be delivered 
lo his mother and brother. 
Ho ap- 


pealed to his brother to raiss 
Ins 


ohidren properly, admonishing tiiem 
to beware of evil company. Finally, 
all was in readiness and the word was 
given to fire the funeral pyre. 


The husband and brother of Clark's 


victim stepped forward an11 anplied 
torches, and in a moment the flames 
leaped upward, enveloping the zremh- 
ling negro in, smoke and fire. The 
clothing of the doomed man was soon 
ignited and as the flames grew hor.- 
ter the skin began, to parch. 


The negro moaned p^eously 
at 


this juncture and the agonizing look 
upon his face told of the awful torture 
he was undergoing. Finally his heac! 
fell forward upon his breast and in a 
few minutes

over.

flames were fed by the crowd until 
the body was burned to a crisp. Then 
the gathering, in an orderly manner 
dispersed and the town soon assumed 


v its normal condition.

Satisfied With Progress the 


New Republic Has Made.

On the occasion of the ending of th 


first four months of "Cuba libre" Pres 
ident Palma gave the Havana corre 
spondent of the New York Tribune 
interview, in the course of which he 
said: 


"Our first four months of self gov 


ernmeut has been as successful as any 
one could expect. We have paid all ex 
penses of government and have a sur 
plus. Everything is running smoothlj 
and to my entire satisfaction. 


A statement of President Palma in 


regard to the retention of United 
States artillerymen in Cuba -will be of 
great interest in the United States and 
particularly to Washington officials 
He said: 


"It will be a source of gratitude -and 


rejoicing for the Cuban people when 
the American troops are all with- 
drawn, aud I hope it will be soon. 
They are not needed. 
Their presence 


has a bad moral effect 
It looks to 


some as though the United States gov- 
ernment has no confidence in the abil- 
ity of the Cubans to maintain peace 
and govern themselves." 


The old veteran spoke -with consid- 


erable feeling as he said this. 


"I don't want to be misunderstood," 


he added. 
"We are grateful to the 


Americans, but the people cannot feel 
free with American soldiers all around 
them. They are not needed to protect 
us from outsiders, and if they ever are 


- they could be quickly dispatched here. 


Our artillery force, when increased to 
5,000 men, will be sufficient for the 
country." 


As to the question of reciprocity, 


President "Talma said he hoped for 
favorable action by the United States 
' senate, at the coming session. The in- 
sertion cf a Cuban plank in " the Re- 
publican, platform in several states he 
considers' an augury for the success of 
reciprocal measures. 
"But," he said, 


"we want no reciprocity that will -af- 
fect our commerce with other coun- 
tries. Our ports must be open to the 
world, and we must foster commercial 
relations with every country. The reci- 
procity measure must be of equal ben- 
efit to both countries." 
"- The chief executive is studying in- 
ternal tases in force in other repub- 
lics. 
He intends recommending in- 


ternal taxes on cigars, cigarettes, wines 
and, other luxuries. The tax will be 
Slight, but sufficient to raise large rev- 
enues. 


In the matter of the loan of $35,000,- 


000, in which congress gave the presi- 
dent a free hand to act, the latter said: 


"The borrowing of so large a sum- 


is a serious question for Cuba, and I 
must first carefully study it before de- 
ciding what to do. Of course, if we do 
decide to borrow, we will fulfill all 
requirements of the Platt amendment 
as to setting aside enough for a shak- 
ing fund and interest"

grants which come to these shores. In 
1900 large numbers of them had to b 
denied admission to the couutry, am 
this summer Ellis Island authorities 
had to send back numbers of them bc- 
.cause they were destitute or diseased 
Itoumauia's persecutions of these peo- 
ple gave Mr. Hay a motive for asking 
that the powers which are responsible 
for the existence of Roumania shal 


I persuade that government to be more 


liberal and not force its Jews by hard 
customs to flee to this country. 


Jews in America approve his note be 


cause it may ameliorate conditions in 
Roumania. Social students approve be 
cause such immigrants are likely to be 
come a charge upon American institu 
tions. All the Jewries of Europe have 
the complaint that we have, and, ex 
cepting possibly Russia, whose tactics 
Roumania is copying, all tbe powers 
are expected to support the communi- 
cation. 


Practically what tbe United States Is 


interested in is that it shall not be bur- 
dened with Roumania's outcasts. "The 
purposes of our generous treatment of 
the alien immigrant is to benefit us 
and him alike, not to afford another 
state a field upon which to cast its own 
objectionable elements." 


Rournauia helped the Russians in the 


Turko-Russiau war in 1877, saved Rus- 
sia indeed at the siege of Plevna and 
when peace came proclaimed herself 
independent of the suzerainty of Tur- 
key and asked that the congress at 
Berlin give her recognition. Beacons- 
field was an influence in that congress, 
and before Roumania's request was ac- 
ceded to she was required to abrogate 
all her anti-Jewish enactments and 
i.gree that "in Rournauia the difference 
of religious creeds and confessions 
hall not be alleged against any person 
s a ground for exclusion or incapacity 
n matters relating to the enjoyment of 
<vil and political rights, admission to 
)ublic employments,

.This was imposed upon Roumania 
n"t"h'e"way that "the Platt amendment 
vas imposed upon Cuba. She accepted 
t and then disregarded it until the list 
of her discriminations has reached 
large dimensions. 


Jews are not admitted there to the 


practice of law. They are regarded, 
though centuries in the country, as 
"aliens not subject to foreign protec- 
tion." To become naturalized (only 400 
out of tbe 400.000 are citizens) each ap- 
plicant has to be passed by parliament 
One of the school grammars, illustrat- 
ing a rule of syntax, says. "You must 
not believe the word of a Jew even 
when he is at the point of death;" an- 
other says, "Ginshops are kept by Jews, 
who. like leeches, suck the blood of 
peasants by enticing them to drunken- 
ness." 


Jewish schools were closed in 1899 


because they were not kept open six 
days a week (that included Saturday, 
the Hebrew Sabbath). Jewish commu- 
nities were deprived of control of the 
kosher meai tax on which their schools 
and churches Largely depended. In 
1887 it was decreed that Jews should 
be admitted to public schools only 
aftcr the Roumanians had been ac- 
commodated. In 1S93 they were ex- 
cluded for being aliens, but could en- 
ter if there was room upon payment of
